iterranean, to all nations at peace with 
the Porte. ' This is indeed in a liberal 
spirit.

JVeins from Mexico. —Theschrs. Cah- 
• awba and Correo arrived yesterday from 
Tampico have brought from that port 
the following distressing news. The 
scarcity of provisions was so CTcat that 
geherai alarm existed for the fate of the 
troops stationed in its environs, as well 
as for the people. The gale mentioned 
a few days ^o, has caused great des¬ 
truction in .Tampico, and in the small 
towns in the vicinity a number of small 
houses had been blown doWn.' At the 
moment the Correo sailed from Tampi¬ 
co, news had been received of the loss of 
the Schr. Hound, and also of another 
schooner, supposed to be the Eclipse, 
both from this port. The U. S. sloop of 
war Hornet, which had been despatched 
to Tampico to protect our commercial 
interests, suffered considerably during 
the gale, and had been dismasted.
